In  1870 —  the  first  permanent  building 
was  erected,  a  structure  which  still  forms  a 
part  of  the  present  building.  In  1894  the  li- 
brary building  was  erected.  The  east  wing 
of  the  present  structure  was  built  in  1895 
and  in  the  year  of  the  Spanish  American 
War,  1898,  the  tower  and  central  part  of 
the  building  were  added.  The  chapel  was 
the  next  addition,  started  in  1910  and  com- 
pleted in  1912.  The  most  recent  additions 
to  the  campus  are  the  gymnasium  in  1950 
and  Augustine  Hall,  residence  for  200  male 
students,  in  1958.  Due  for  occupancy  this 
coming  September  is  a  newly  constructed 
women's  residence  hall. 

The  college  with  an  individualized  and 
friendly  approach  to  the  educational  pro- 
gram has  graduated  leaders  in  the  fields 
of  teachng,  law,  engineering,  business,  med- 
icine, nursing  —  a  great  number  of  whom 
are  interested  in  local  government,  schools 
and  churches.  In  these  days  when  colleges 
that  are  independent  of  state  support  must 
utilize  every  resource  to  maintain  high 
standards  of  teaching  with  adequate  facili- 
ties, Quincy  College  welcomes  the  thought- 
ful support  of  those  who  would  ally  them- 
selves with  a  great  enterprise  of  education 
—  in  an  independent  college. 


Birth  and  Growth 


Two  years  before  Quincy  College  was  founded,  Franciscians 
came  to  the  Midwest  and  began  their  work  about  forty  years 
after  Illinois  had  been  incorporated  into  the  Federal  Union. 
The  school  has  grown  with  this  section  of  Illinois. 

In  March  1860,  Quincy  College  first  opened  its  doors.  Its 
beginnings  were  hazardous.  The  United  States  was  on  the 
verge  of  the  Civil  War. 

Building  began  in  1861.  The  St.  Aloysius  orphan  society 
also  came  out  to  the  prairie  about  the  same  time,  and  erected 
a  frame  orphanage  building  in  left  center  field  of  the  present 
athletic  field.  In  this  building  the  college  had  its  second  home. 
About  a  year  later  an  elementary  school  was  built  at  the  cor- 
ner of  1 8th  and  College  Avenue,  providing  a  third  temporary 
college  site. 

In  this  three  story  brick  building  located  on  the 
Southwest  corner  of  Eighth  and  Main,  the  first  college  classes  were  organized  early 
in  1860,  probably  in  Marrh.  The  building,  known  as  the  Mast  house  served  as  the 
home  of  the  new  St.  Francis  Solanus  College  until  September  of  1860.
